HOW TO ORDER REPAIR PARTS 

The following information must be furnished when ordering replacement parts: 

1. Model Name and Number 

2. Catalog Number and Series 

3. Number and Name of Parts 
SHOTGUN SHIPPING INSTRUCTIONS 

CAUTION: For safety of all concerned - Be absolutely certain shotgun is empty . . . 
with no shells in chamber and magazine. 

Shotgun should be securely packaged in a throwaway carton to prevent damage in transit. 
Do not ship shotgun to the factory in gun carrying case or other special containers which 
must be returned by our service department. Cartons are available from High Standard 
for $1.50 each. 

Shotgun should be shipped to the factory — Express Prepaid or insured parcel post. 
REMEMBER: All Shipments to the factory must be Prepaid. 
FACTORY SERVICE 

If parts are to be fitted at the factory, send firearms marked for the attention of our 
SERVICE DEPARTMENT, furnishing complete and specific repair instructions. A cost 
estimate of the parts and labor charges will be immediately sent for your approval before 
work is started. Unless a flat rate charge is specified, a MINIMUM of $8.50 will be charged 
on servicing firearms at the factory. 

MINIMUM ORDER $2.00 

A minimum charge of $2.00 is made on all orders where the normal cost would be less 
than $2.00. If you wish, order extra parts to make up the minimum charge. 

PAYMENT 

All parts shipments will be made by Parcel Post C.O.D. unless advance remittance is made. 
PLEASE DO NOT SEND CASH OR STAMPS. Checks, Money Orders, or Drafts are ac- 
ceptable and will save you C.O.D. charges. 
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OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS 



The Model Ten Police Shotgun is gas operated, 
using a part of the gas pressure generated to 
operate the action of the firearm. This results 
in a reduction of the recoil of about 50% 
(compared to a pump-action shotgun). The 
Model Ten is designed to function either 2%" 
high base or 2%" magnum loads, interchange- 
ably, without adjustment. 



CLEANING EXTERIOR 

For trouble free operation, clean the heavy 
protective oils from the exterior before firing. 
After cleaning, coat the exterior with light 
gun-oil. (Cleaning of the "action" is explained 
in a later part of the instructions). 

Since the primary use for police shotguns is 
of an intermittent nature, it is suggested that 
a periodic check of the gun be made to 
insure that the action is functioning properly. 
The best method is to function five or ten 
rounds through it. This will provide additional 
experience in loading and handling of the 
Model Ten. 



ILLUSTRATION #1 




TO LOAD FIRST SHELL INTO CHAMBER - 

Engage safety by pushing from left to right. 
Open the action by pulling either the R.H. 
or L.H. operating handles all the way to the 
rear. (Action will lock into "open" position). 
Drop shell into loading port. Push cartridge 
stop button and action will close, carrying 
shell into chamber. 



ILLUSTRATION #2 




TO LOAD MAGAZINE - Depress cartridge 
stop button until cartridge lifter can be fully 
depressed. Insert shells into magazine tube, 
being sure to push each shell past the cart- 
ridge stops. Only slight pressure should be 
applied to the cartridge stop button when 
loading. The best method for doing this is 
to hold the gun with the top of the receiver 
in the palm of the left hand with the cartridge 
stop button depressed. Load four shells into 
the magazine tube by pushing downward and 
forward. Magazine holds four 2%" shells. 

The gun is now fully loaded and ready to fire. 
To disengage the safety push from right to 
left (the red ring on the safety will now 
appear). 

Note: When firing the gun be sure it is po- 
sitioned so that the ejection port is facing 
outward to the right. 



TO UNLOAD MAGAZINE — Push safety but- 
ton from left to right, locking trigger. Be sure 
Red Band on Safety is not visible. Turn gun 
over — push cartridge stop button and de- 
press cartridge lifter. Holding cartridge lifter 
down, press in cartridge stop on inside of 
receiver (the left side with gun upside down) 
to release shell from magazine. Repeat pro- 
cedure until magazine is empty. Be sure to 
Remove Loaded Shell from Chamber. 

TO REMOVE LOADED SHELL FROM 
CHAMBER — Be sure that safety button has 
been pushed from left to right and that red 
band on safety is not showing. Open action 
fully by pulling operating handle all the way 
back and loaded shell will be extracted.

STEP ONE - Removing Shoulder 

Yoke. Open Action — Be sure gun 
is completely empty before starting 
disassembly. (See unloading infor- 
mation on page 2). Using a 3/16" 
hex key as shown in illustration #5, 
remove shoulder yoke, bolt and 
washer.

STEP TWO - Removing Receiver 
Housing. After removal of items in 
illustration #5, slide receiver hous- 
ing rearward to remove.

STEP THREE - Removing Front 
Sight Assembly and Magazine Cap. 

Using a standard hex key, loosen 
front sight retaining screw and re- 
move sight. Front magazine cap is 
disassembled by removing cap screw 
as shown. Front cap and sling swivel 
are then removed together.

STEP FOUR - Removing L.H. 
Operating Handle and Guide. After 

removing front magazine cap, slide 
upper and lower housing forward 
approximately 2" away from hous- 
ing coupling. Grasp L.H. operating 
handle guide and slide it rearward 
approximately 1" until it disen- 
gages locating lugs on upper and 
lower housings. Remove handle and 
guide by lifting away from housings. 

Note: Re-assemble in reverse order.

STEP FIVE -Disassembly of Upper 
Housing Assembly. After removal 

of L.H. operating handle guide, 
upper housing assembly can be re- 
moved by sliding forward.

STEP SIX - Removing Pistol Grip 
Housing. Slide pist ol grip housing 

forward until trigger rod is clear of 
hole in trigger guard. Trigger rod 
can now be removed by springing 
rod out of both slots in housing 
coupling.

STEP SEVEN - Removing Trigger 
Retaining Pin. To remove trigger 
retaining pin, drive out with punch 
as shown in illustration #9.

Re-assemble in reverse order.

STEP EIGHT - Dis-assembly of 
Pistol Grip Housing. To remove 
trigger spring, rod and assembly, 
disengage safety by pushing from 
right to left, then grasp trigger and 
draw rearward and out. 

Note: Assemble in reverse order. 



CLEANING THE ACTION 

The Model Ten has been designed 
to practically eliminate lubrication 
of all operating parts. However, it 
is important to keep the following 
parts of the action clean and free 
from residue build-up. After remov- 
ing the upper housing assembly and 
pistol grip unit, the operating piston, 
spring and magazine tube will be 
exposed. Do not remove magazine 
tube or piston from gun. Retract 
piston manually and clean tube and 
piston parts thoroughly with a sol- 
vent to remove all residue. Dry the 
action with an air hose or wine 
clean with a lint-free cloth. 

Do not oil these parts.
